Wonnd  Not  Danaerous 
After  tetniJorary  aid  haa  been  given 
M.  ClemencfeAu.  Professors  Ooam,4tfiA^j^ 
Tuffler.    of   the   UnlVttMtty   of  .Pa^WTT 
were   hAstlly   surttmoned   and   had   a 
hurried    conanltation.

Bmerging  from  his  ear,  M.  Clemen- 
ceau  passed  his  .wounded  hand  over  4 
his  Iface,  leaving  the  face  smeared 
with  bitod.  and  this  was  the  reaaon 
for  tho  first  report  that  he  had  been 
woundad  in  the  head. 

Marshal  Foch  arrived  about  10 
o'clock,  and  later  was  joined  by  Mar- 
shal   Petain.      They    remained    some 

time. 

Premier  Clemenceau  was  quite 
oheerful.  in  spite  of  occasional  flts  of 
roXighlng.  He  deelarcd  to  members  of 
hla  household  that  he  thought  he 
knew  his  assailant.  He  had  seen  him 
last  evening  when  entering  his  home, 
but  the  man  had  slunk  away. 

Polleeman  Oouraat,  who  was 
wounded  in  the  right  eye,  said: 

"The  bullet  which  struck  me  went 
through  the  llmotMine,  as  I  was  di- 
rectly In  Una  with  the  assassin,  who 
was  mshlng  towards  the  Prenler'a 
oar. 

"This  nan  surely  wM  not  a  French- 
man; his  whole  appearance  to  muoh 
like  the  Nihilists,  familiar  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Seine." 

W»owg|it  to  Bo  It— Sinn 

Hug*  crowds  gathered  around  the 
PremMr's  house  and  kept  repeating: 
"This  is  a  Russian."  Despite  the  tact 
that  they  were  Informed  that  the 
Premier's  assailant  was  French,  they 
refused  to  believe  it.  • 

At  police  headquarters  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  was  informed  that  Cottln 
has  a  record  there,  with  Bertlllon 
measurements.  He  waa  regarded  aa  a 
mild  aort  of  anarchist.  The  authorl- 
tlee  did  not  beUeive  he  would  be  reck- 
less enough  to  attempt  such  a  terrible 
act.

Most  of  the 
bullets  hit  the  car.  It  seems  to  me 
that  It  was  the  last,  or  last  but  one.

There  waa  a  trail  of 
broken  windowa  along  more  than  half 
a  mile  of  streets.

LONlt>ON,  Feb.  19.— Speaking  at  the  luncheon  held  it  the  Man- 
sion Hoimt  today.  Mr.  Winston  Churchill,  Secretary  Cor  War.  said 
thd  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  ask  the  employers  throughout  the 
country  to  do  their  best  to  reassure  the  men  now  rett4»«d  in  the  army 
that  their  places  would  be  kept  open  for  them.    '^<..'.*  -  .    ' 

"We  have  introduced  a  new  schem<»,"«he  continued,  "for  the 
organisation  of  the  army,  appropriate  to  tfw  immediate  situation, 
under  which  we  propose  to  retain  about  900,d0a  for  the  defense  of  the 
British  and  Allied  interestt  during  1910. 

'*We  are  letting  go  three  out  of  every  four  serving  vrith  the  coktrs 
on  November  11  of  last  year,  when  the  fighting  stopped,  and  we  are 
paying  the  fourth  man  double  to  finish  up  the  job.  All  information 
revived  goes  to  show  that  the  soldiers  regard  this  treatment  of  the 
problem  as  essentially  fair.   *  / 

"We  are  engaged  at  the  preient  time  in  forming  a  voluntary  army 
to  ganiitfn  the^British  Empire,  re-creating  the  old  army  which  served 
us  so  well  through  all  the  years  of  peace  UKTwas  not  fotii^wantini^ 
when  the  hou^  of  battle  came.  But  at  leaft  a  year  wffl  be  required 
to  form  tl^s  voluntary  army.  At  the  present  time  we  are  obtaining 
recruits  and  volunteers,  some  with  two  or  three  yArs*  service,  at  the 
rate  of  more  than  a  thousand  a  day.  and  the  i%€l-ta,rising.  .^.  v 

"If  we  diepersed  completely  the  present  compulsory  army  before 
w^  got  a  voluntary  army,  we  should  not  oiUy  lose  the  fruits  of  the 
Wais  but  lose  the  British  Empire  we  had  before  thenar.  We  should 
not  onl^be  unable  to  discharge  oiur  responsibilities  in  Palestine  and 

Ciil^sTsmin  and  with  regard  to  Turkey,  but  India,  Egypt.  OibralUr. 
alfta,  and  all  our  great  fortresses  would  he  left  totally  unoccupied. 

"The  aid  which  we  can  give  to 
thoee  RuaStan  'armies  who  were 
called  into  the  field  originally  during 
the  Qerihan  war,  to  some  exteivt,  by

Harden,  editor  of  Die  ^(ukuntt.  of 
Berlin,  in  an  Interview  in  L<e  Bolr.  of 
Brussele,  doolares  that  the  German 
people  were  misled  as  to  the  oause  of 
the  war.  They  belfeved  at  the  out- 
break that  Germany  waa  in  the  right, 
and  even  believe  now  that  right  wag 
on  tbelr  side. 

Bmperor  WlltUtm.  Harden  doclared. 
was  drawn  Into  the  waf  against  hi* 
own  wtshe*.  but  once  hostlltties  be- 
gan,, it  was  ha  who  kept  alive  national 
/latred  and  was  responsible  for  the 
methods  of  warfnre  for  whIeh  the 
world  would  never  forgive  Germany. 

"Our  people."  said  Harden,  "did 
oot  know,  and  do  not  know  now. 
They  loyally  beUeved  that  right  wa« 
on  their  «ldek  If  tkoy  haa  not.  they 
would  not  have  fought  and  eotfered 
a*  they  did.  They  believed  m  a 
coalition  atralnat  Germany.

Speaking  of  Sir  Wilfrids' doalh,  Mr 
Robert  Borden  said: 

•It  i»  with  deepest  sorrow,  thftt  I 
have  reoelved  Udlngs  of  iSir  Wil- 
frid LAurler's  death.  Since  I  became 
fleader  of  a  political  party  more 
than  18  years  ago,  our  relations  have 
been  Intimate,  and  never  have  our 
political  differences  Interfered  with 
our  personal  friendship.  With  his 
death  there  passed  from  the  atage 
one  who  was  from  the  first  a  coim- 
raandlng  iTgure  and  during  a  long 
period  the  chief  figure  in  our  public 
life.  To  the  affairs  of  state,  in 
which  his  life  was  passed,  and  to 
which  his  "wonderful  ability  was  con- 
secrated, he  brought  remarkable 
glfta  of  leadership.  His  experience 
of  nearly  half  a  centuiy  m  pubMe 
affairs  had  given  him  a  thorough 
grasp  of  all  public  questions,  and  in 
the  parliamentary  arena  he  was  re- 
nowned for  a  singular  dexterity, 
which  seldom  failed  him.  His  vision 
of  public  fluestlons  was  wide  and 
comprehenalve  and  Mis  sympathies  aa 
well. 

"Dp  to  the  last  he  maintained  an 
exceedingly  keen  interest  in  the  du- 
tl«a  of  his  leadership  and  in  the  work 
of  parliament.  Indeed  hla  political 
work  had  become  so  much  a  second 
nature  that,  although  he  felt  Its  bur- 
dens weigh  heavily  upon  him,  he 
would  never  have  been  happy  to  lay 
them  down.  His  personality  was  sin- 
ffularfy  attractive  and  magnetic  and 
with  this  he  combined,  an  inspiring 
eloquence,  an  unfailing  grace  j)f  dle- 
tlon  In  both  languages,  and  a  charm 
of  manner,  which  gave  him  a  su- 
preme place  In  the  affection  and  re- 
spect of  his  party.  .C'  ''  l»d~ 
"All  Canada  will  motltTi  hh  1o«i. 
and  those  who  differed  from  him  will 
be  profoundly  conscious  that  his 
death  leaves  In  the  public  life  ojt  Our 
country  a  blank  that  9ipnot  be  en- 
tirely flMed," 

Sir  George  Foster  s^ld: 
"The  news  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurter's 
death  came  as  a  great  shock  to  me. 
He  was  a  member  of  parliament  in 
188S  when  1  first  entered  the  House 
of  Commons.  We  .have  spent  »4 
years  together,  and  with  his  death  I 
am  now  the  only  survivor  In  the 
Commons  of  the  members  of  that 
date.  Our  relations  always  have 
been  of  the  most  friendly  and  pleas- 
ant character,  personal  and  political. 
Our  differences  were  those  of  pub- 
lic policy  only,  and  our  friendship! 
never  suffered  thereby.  Sir  Wntrtd 
had  a  charming  personality,  which 
made  him  hosts  of  friends  every- 
where. He  enjoyed  to  a  degree,  sec- 
ond to  Sir  John  Macdonald  only,  the 
loyalty  and  enthusiastic  devotion  of 
party  friends  and  the  respect  and 
goodwill  of  his  political  opponenta. 
No  man  since  Confederation  has  so 
strongly  appealed  to  the  people  of 
hla  race,  or  possessed  so  large  a 
share  of  their  confidence. 

"History  a  little  later  In  calm  re- 
view will  assess  his  value  as  one  of 
the  outsUndIng  human  factors  In 
the  development  of  Canada,  and  will 
undoubtedly  assign  him  a  foremoet 
place.  He  was  always  a  pleasing 
speaker,  and  sometimes  rose  to  the 
heights  of  real  oratory.  What  was 
Ucklng  in  logical  sequence  and  close 
reasoning  was  amply  compensated  for 
by  the  lucidity  of  style,  charm  of 
diction,  and  vividness  of  imagina- 
tion which  left  him  few.  If  any  oom- 
peUtors. 

He  was  a  great  figure  In  Cana- 
dian life,  but  it  is  in  the  House  of 
Commons  that  he  will  be  most  of 
all  missed.  For  me  it  will  be  a 
lonesome  place  without  his  pleasing 
presence  and  eloquence.  Alas  that 
death  is  so  pitiless  and  humanity  .«o

•The  death  of  Sir  Wilfrid  LAurler 
is  sincerely  mourned^  Tlirougbout  a 
long  career,  in  which  he  oontrlbated 
some  remarkable  pages  to  Canada's 
history.  Sir  Wilfrid  held  the  affeo- 
tion  and  admiration  of  his  fellow- 
countrymen  to  a  'degree  that  but 
very  *few  have  equalled.  That  affec- 
tion and  admiration  were  by  no 
means  confined  to  those  who  shared 
his  views  as  to  how  Canada  could 
best  be  served,  or  were  able  to  ap- 
prove hla  'course  In  regard  to  her 
public  affairs.  Among  those  who 
differed  with  him  most  In  respect  of 
these  matters  will  be  found  many 
whom  his  death  will  bring  sorrow  as 
deep  as  that  ot  his  most  convinced 
followers." 

-ON  BIG  CML 
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Sir  Robert  Borden  Represents 
Empire 'Along  With  IVIr.  Bal- 
four—Woric  on  Greeic  and 
Russian  Problems. 
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PARIS.  Feb.  1«. — (Special  Cable 
from  John  W.  Dafoe). — For  the  first 
time  a  represenUtlve  of  the  Overseas 
Dominions  has  served  on  the  council 
of  ten,  which  is  the  governing  body 
of  the  Peace  Conference.  The  Brittah 
Empire  representatives  at  this  after- 
noon's sitting  were  Mr.  Balfour,  the 
British  Foreign  Minister,  and  Sir 
Robert  Borden.  Th*  matter  before 
the  council  was  Serbia's  claims  for 
enlarged  territory. 

In  the  forenoon  the  committee  to 
consider  the  dreek  claims,  of  which 
Sir  Robert  Borden  is  a  member,  had 
a  sitting. 

Testerday  there  was  a  full  mseting 
of  the  British  Empire  delegation,  at 
wliich  Canada  was  represented  by 
Sir  Robert  Borden  and  Sir  George 
Foster,  to  discuss  the  vexed  prolilem 
of  Russia,  which  had  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  council  of  .ten  for 
some  days  without  any  definite  re- 
sults to  date.  "There  Is  still  some  faint 
hope  that  the  warring  Russian  fac- 
tions may  be  Induced  to  a  meeting  in 
conference  with  the  representatives  of 
the  great  powers,  the  latter  acting 
virtually  as  umpires,  and  the  policy 
of  Intervention  falling,  such  a  solution 
has  still  got  Its  champions  on  the 
council. 

The  matter  of  possible  Intervention, 
as  to  Its  character,  su6h  as  costs,  are 
subjects  to  be  considered  by  a  special 
committee,  which  will  gather  special 
Information  for  the  consideration  of 
the  conference  aa  a  whole. 

There  has  been  some  apprehension 
lest  the  Canadian  exhibits  for  the 
Lyons  Trade  Fair  would  not  arrive  In 
time,  but  the  ship  carrying  them 
docked  at  Havre  on  Sunday,  and  they 
will  be  carried  to  the  fair  grounds  by 
a  fast  train.  With  the  opening  of  the 
fair  on  March  1  the  exhibits  will  be 
In  position  and  there  will  be  in  at- 
tendance representatives  of  Canadian 
Industry  and  enterprises,  whd  are  be- 
ginning to  arrive. 

Sir  Arthur  Currle,  commanding  the 
Canadian  Corps,  who  is  In  Paris  at- 
tending the  Canadian  mission.  Is  giv- 
ing up  part  of  his  time  sitting  for  Sir 
William  P.  Orphans,  who  is  painting 
his  portrait  for  the  Canadian  War 
Memorial. 

Mr.  P.  M.  Draper,  who  has  been 
representing  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress  of  Caitada,  reached  London 
on  Thursday  and  will  sail  for  home 
by  the  Mauretanla  on  February  it. 
It  Is  understood  that  the  special  labor 
oommittee  of  the  conference,  under 
the  ehairmanshlp  of  Samuel  Oomp- 
ers,  is  well  advanced  with  Its  report, 
which  is  based  upon  the  draft  pre- 
pared by  the  special  British  oommit- 
tee, upon  which  Mr.  Drapeiv  repre- 
sented Canada.  * 


VERNOK.  B.  C,  Feb.  1».— That 
they  would  be  absolutely  forced  out 
of  the  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan 
marketa  and  that  the  nearer  markeU 
in  AlberU  and  Brittah  Columbia 
would  be  so  glutted  with  Brittah  Co- 
lumbta  fruit  shipments  that  the  mar- 
ket would  be  ruined.  If  the  Increased 
rates  asked  for  by  the  express  traf- 
fic association  were  granted,  was  the 
contention  of  practically  every  one  of 
the  fruit  growers  of  the  Province  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Railway 
Commission  held  here  thta  afternoon. 

"It  may  be  contended."  aald  R.  M. 
Wlnalow,  who  appeared  for  the  B.C. 
fruit  growera,  "that  express  being  es- 
sential the  traffic  would  manage  to 
bear  the  Increases.  W«  are  empha- 
tically of  the  opinion  that  it  will  not. 
And  the  worst  ot  it  ta  that  our 
market  will  be  Uken.  not  by  the 
growers  of  Ontario,  but  by  the  crow- 
ers  of  Washington  a.nd  Oregon." 

The  rate  into  Manitoba,  he  pointed 
ont,  was  now  1 6. SO  as  against  a  rate 
of  $2.00  formerly,  and  as  against  a 
rate  from  Washington  and  Oregon  to 
the  aame  point  of  $2. SO. 

"The  competition  of  theso  states," 
continued  Mr.  Wlnalow,  "which  to- 
gether produce  4  to  10  times  aa 
much  fruit  as  we  do.  ta  the  basic  fac- 
tor in  the  marketing  of  our  fruit,  and 
we  must  meet  day  by  day  and  crop 
by  crop,  their  quotations  and  their 
products.  We  Imperatively  need 
wide  distribution.  We  require  the 
whole  of  the  prairie  markets,  and  un- 
less we  can  get  them  and  hold  them, 
our  Industry  muat  contract  Instead  of 
expand." 

Fruit  and  vegetables,  he  argued, 
must  havs  •specially  low  rates.  The 
industry  was  a  basic  one,  and  one  In 
which  many  individuals  and  many 
communities  would  stand  or  fall  on 
successful  marketing  by  express.  He 
also  argued  that  the  Industry  pro- 
duced considerable  freight,  passenger 
and  other  revenue  for  the  railways, 
and  should  not  be  regarded  entirely 
apart  from  the  wider  interests  of  the 
aseoctated  railways. 

The  members  of  the  commission 
siting  were:  Sir  Henry  Drayton,  K.C., 
and  Dr.  J.  O.  Rutherford,  R.  Rich- 
ardson, assistant  secretary,  and  Kel- 
son R.  Butcher,  official  reporter. 

The  express  companies  were  rep- 
resented by  Hon.  F.  H.  Phlppen,  K.C., 
counsel  for  the  Express  Traffic  As- 
soctatlon;  J.  Pullen,  president  Can- 
adian Express  Co:,  Montreal:  T.  E.

Imbued  with  the 
deep  ^nviotion  that  gevommenta 
ought 'to  gwvem.  His  flrmnoss  and 
dedsioh  were  tremendous  assets  In 
the  eonetuding  twelve  months  of  the 
war,  and  they  are  no  less  required  to 
solve  the  problems  of  a  dur&ble 
poace.  His  Ihflexible  determlnaUon 
at  this  time  is  to  Insure  that  hereafter 
his  peace-loving  France  may  pursue 
tlif  ;p«ths  of  civUlsatlon  Mntram- 
melted  by  the  fear  of  lightning  blows 
from  any  Power.  To  this  conception 
nt  hla  country's  destiny  the  free  peo- 
ples of  the  world  will  say,  amen. 


PROVINCIAL  ClVIIi  SERVANTS 


At  the  time  the  present  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  was  Itppolnted  by  the 
Provincial  Government  it  was  as- 
sumed a  new  schedule  of  salaries  for 
civil  sarvanta  would  be  drawn  up  and 

included  in  the  Bstlmates  that  will  be 
brought  down  in  the  Legislature  dur- 
ing the  next  bm'  weeks.  I«st  year 
end  the  civil  servants  were  granted  a 
sliding  bonus  to  meet  the  Increased 
coat  of  living,  but  this  was  only  a  tem- 
porary  arrangement,  adopted  by  the 
Qovernment  through  a  poUey  of  com- 
promise. The  situation  regarding  the 
desirability  of  a  new  permanent  sal- 
ary schedule  remain's  the  aanie.  and 
we  assume  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioner, during  the  past  few  months, 
has  conflned  his  attentions  largely  to 
drawing  up  reoommendatlons  whiol^ 
will  be  incorporated  In  legislation 
during  the  present  session. 

The  Qovernment  owes  Its  em- 
ployees'all  round  recognlUon  of  the 
hard  economic  conditions  with  which 
they  have  been  forced  to  stniggle  for 
some  yeanTpast.  Where  it  has  em- 
ployed unionised  labor  on  any  Provin- 
cial works  the  eea^  of  wages  recog- 
nised  as  adequate  la  war  times  h«s 
had  to  be  paid.  The  Government  hss 
not  complained  of  this,  and  so  it  should 
be  prepared  to  givo  reoogaftion  of  this 
eharaoter  also  to  those  In  Its  employ 
In  every  braaeh  of  servlee.  The  De- 
partment of  IdHbor  can  funUah  the 
Civil  Servtos  CMimlastonsr  with  fall 
stattetlos  dealing\^th  wages  paid  for 
dllTsrent  etosses  of  labor  throughout 
the  Provlnos.  If  thsrs  «ro  mqt  de- 
tails not  In  Its  possession  Uieae  can

The  Oovemments  of  Siberia,  Arch- 
angel an^  Southern  Russia  have  for- 
mally rejected  tbe  proposal  for  a  con- 
ference at  Prlnklpo,  and  their  rejee- 
tlon  places  the  Associated  Powers  In' 
the  position  wber4  they  will  have  to 
consider  other  means  of  reaching  a 
decision  on  the  Bastern  situation. 
The  Bolshevikli  as  could  readily  have 
been  antlcipalOd.  were  prepared  to 
send  their  delegates  to  the  conferenoe. 
but  they  were  not  prepared  to  withhold 
the  activities  of  their  Red  Guard  for 
the  simpile  reason  that  lit  many  In- 
'ces  It  has  got  beyond  the  control 
ot  X^nine  and  Trotsky  and  Is  a  law 
unto  Itself.  The  Bolshevist  Govern- 
ment realised  that  by  acquiescing  in 
the  proposed  conference  it  would  to 
all  intents  and  purposes  obtain  the 
recognition  of  the  Associated  Powers 
if  the  conference  became  an  aceora- 
pliahed  fact,  and  this  would  have  been^ 
an  Immense  factor  in  strengthening  its 
bands  in  Russia.  From  the  first  the 
propoeal  was  unworkable  and  the 
suggested  conference '  has  been  aptly 
d^erlbed  as  an  "ignoble  tragedy." 
Itiose  Russians  who  be|iev^  in  law 
and'^Drder  will  not  confer  with  tho 
Bolsheviki,  and  It  Is  the  former  the 
Allies  have  been  assisting  with  armed 
force.  If,  at  thto  time,  the  Associated 
Powers  were  to  withdraw  their  recog- 
nition ot  the  Governments  of  Siberia 
and  Archangel,  they  would  be  guilty 
of  an  act  ot  treaohery. 

Mr.  Winston  Churchill  says  there  Is 
no  contemplation  of  sending  large 
forces  to  lltht  la  Rumla.  The  problem 
thef)»,  in  his  opinion,  Is  one  for  Rus- 
sia herself.  For  the  moment  It  may 
appear  ao.  but  If  there  Is  to  be  a 
League  of  Nations,  with  international 
powers  to  preserve  the  peace  of  tho 
world,  it  will,  have  to  deal  with  na- 
tional brigands  In  every  clime.  Ulti- 
mately Russia  will,  as  Mr.  Churchill 
mijrm,  be  saved  by  the  Russlah  people 
themselves,  but  It  cap  never  be  dbn- 
tendod  that  ah  outraged  civilisation 
has  no  concern  in  the  fftte  of  that 
groat  people.  The  truth  of  the  nmtter 
Is  that  the  Associated  Powers  are  in 
a  quandary  over  the  Eastern  Prob- 
lem. They  recognise  that  every  de- 
cision they  ree^h  at  the  Peace  Confer- 
ence, and  every  principle  the  forth- 
coming t«ague  of  Natloiis  purposes  to 
put  in  practice,  can  only  be  enforced 
by  military  power  so  long  as  the  pres- 
ent dispensation  prevails.  They  know 
the  peace  of  Europe  Is  insecure,  and 
can  never  tend  towards  security  while 
Bolshevism,  with  its.  twin  sister  terror- 
ism, are  enthroned  at  Moscow.  In  the 
lost  analysis  they  will  have  to  chose 
between  a  peace  that  will  be  final  and 
one  Imperilled  by  a  menace  far  more, 
dire  than  the  militarism  which  the 
tree  peoples  of  the  world  set  out  to 
oottquer  in  August,  If  14.  It  to  the  at- 
titude of  civilisation  towards  Bolshe- 
vism that  Is  the  most  pregnant  ques- 
tion before  the  Peace  Conference,  and 
upon  the  answer  to  that  will  rest  the 
permanence .  of  what  is  being  done  in 
Paris  In  these-  fhtsful  days.

The  so-called 
business  tax  means  still  I^lgher  prices 
for  everj'thlng,  and  the  overburdened 
taxpayers  who  have  kept  the  city 
afloat  by  paying  their  Uxes  wlU  have 
to  pay  like  the  rest.  The  tax  for  ten- 
ants will  fall  entirely  on  the  shoulders 
of  tbe  taxpayers  Just  mentioned  who 
rent  their  property  to  others.  Rents 
are  fixed  by  supply  and  demand. 
When  business  to  good,  all  tbe  rent  the 
tenant  to  prepared  to  pay  can  be  ob- 
tained anyhow;  when  business  is*  bad. 
the  tenant  will  tough  If  he  to  asked  to 
pay  the  tenant  tax.  Some  of  us  who 
will  hava  to  pay  thto  tax  have  already 
had  our  city  taxes  increased  by  one- 
third  on  account  of  otheif-  taxpayers' 
delinquency.

\  tloaed  requlremenu  of  a  good  teacher. 
lias  he  ever  stopped  to  think  that 
theae  vty  same  seven  thousand  boys 
and  girto  are  much  better  at  home 
than  m  the  hande  of  a  statC  of  teachers 
who  are  too  poorly  paid  te  look  neat 
and  eieah?  lUs  he  ever  stopped  to 
th(ak  that  these  seven  thousand 
children  are*  better  at  home  thail  In 
the  care  of  teachers  who  will  take 
no  more  Interest  in  their  duties  than 
to  absolutely  necessary  te  fulfill  the 
legal  obUgatlonp  to  the  Board,  realis- 
ing that  eltorts  with  a  broader  scope 
are  rewarded  with  a  shower  of  prato- 
Ing  words,  only?  And  ntos  words,  be 
it  remembered,  do  not  pay  the  rent, 
grocery,  or  coal  bill.  v,. 

It  to  because  thto  genttomaa.'  he- 
Ileves  the  essenttol  req'ulremento  of 
a  good  teacher  to  be  of  little  value 
that  he  has  had  a  gun  put  under  hto 
nose,  as  he  chooses  to  call  the 
teachers'  claim  of  their  wor,th.  This 
most  broad  minded  and  cittoen  caring 
for  Board  meml»er  had  better  put  hto 
imagination  in  the  ice  box.  and  forget 
the  picture-  of  the  teachers'  gun  under 
hto  noee. 

The  worthy  Sohool  Board  has  had 
many  chances  of  noticing  the  urgent 
necessity  for  higher  emoluments:  and 
this  strike  was  tho  last  and  only  way 
by  which  the  public  school  instructors 
could  hope  to  pound  common  sense 
and  falmew  into  a  sIo'W  anji  selfish 
set  of  School  Trustees. 

Thto  same  Trustee  to  quoted  In  your 
columns  k»  saying  that  with   him   it 


to  not  a  question  of  money,  but  a  mat- 
ter of  princlule.  As  trusteeships  on 
the  School  Board  are  unremuneratlve. 
consequently  they  must  be  held  by. 
cittoens  who  are  in  good  flnanctol 
oiroumstances.  An  Increase  of  |lo 
therefore,  means  very  little  to  a  person 
who  to  In  a  position  to  accept  such 
a  public  ottlce.  On  the  other  hand. 
It  means  a  great  deal  to  an  Instructor 
who  has  to  support  a  mother  and  try 
to  educate  a  young  sister  or  brother; 
it  is  possible  tne  honorable  gentleman 
has  never  given  thto  thought  any  con- 
sideration. As  to  thto  Issue  being  a 
matter  of  principle — that  is  self- 
evident,  only  in  thto  case  the  Sohool 
Trustee  has  not  the  right  principto  In 
mind;  The  correibt  principle  involved 
in  thto  proposition  is,  that  the  mould- 
ers of  the  chlldrens'  lives  should  be 
able  to  have  a  decent  Hying,  a<id  a 
Just  remuneration  for  the  thirty  or 
forty  responsibiUtles  each  dne  sbolders 
every  semester. 

Concerning  the  stetement  that  not 
a  copper /should  be  paid  the  teachers 
while  on  a  strike,  two  things  should 
be  kept  in  mind  by  the  School  Board. 
First,  that  the  strike  method  was  tho 
only  way  by  which  a  patiently  waiting 
teaching  sUff  was  able  to  drive  a  grain 
of  common-sense  Justfce  into  the' 
heads  ot  a  bllnd-to-conditions  Board 
of  School  Trustees.  Second,  that  the 
teadhers  cannot  resign  at  any  time 
and  Step  Into  anq^ther  position.  The 
toborer.  clerk,  draftoman.  etc,  can 
leave  hto  work  whenever  bo  dealrea 
to  do  so,  but  the  Instructor  cannot. 
Teachers  are  engaged  In  the  fall  for 
the  whole  year,  and  a  few  are  taken 
in  the  late  winter  for  the  spring 
semester.  Therefore,  the  only  source 
of  Income  possible  for  th«m  Is  their 
pressnt  engagement,  and  It  would  be 
a  dlagraeofully  smaU  School  Board 
who  would  deny  them  a  few  days 
meager  wages.

As 
It  appears  to  m;  the  dispihte  In  a  nnt- 
sbell  was.  the  teaehers  asked  for  an 
increase  of  satary  havlag  some  propor- 
tioB  to  the  high  wages  paid  ta  industry, 
and  also  te  oeaform  to  amoonte  paid 
to  teachers  la  Vaaeouver.  Also  thsy 
asked  for  equal  wage  fer  equal  weii^ 
which  being  iatsn>reted,  means  that  a 
woman  holding  osrtlfloatss  and  doiag 
work  ot  the  same  value  as  a  maa, 
should  have  equal  ooiapsasatloa.  The 
•ohool  Board  did  aet  sse  Ite  way  to 
grant  the  deoumd,  aMI  prspesed  aa  ta- 
sresse  to  the  teashsre  but  oa  a  aomlier 
seals.

"Mr.  UnkUter  had  started  out  to 
shut  up  the  Greeks  and  other  foreign- 
ers on  Sunday,"  Mr.  Day  stated,  "and 
was  getting  along  all  right  when  the 
trouble  began  with  the  ex-Mayor's 
(Mr.  Todd's)  unfortunate  letter.  He 
is  given  to  letter  writing,  although  he 
had  the  best  intentions." 

Mr.  Stevenson  read  a  porilon  of  a 
letter  written  to  him  by  the  Attorney- 
General  In  which  the  discrimination  In 
the  ^ase  of  near  beer  selling  was  set 
forth. 

Mr.  Day  replied,  that  evidently  when 
stexw  were  taken  to  close  the  saloons, 
etc.,  the  barkeepers  had  gone  to  Mr. 
Fanis  and  complained  that  they  were 
being  discriminated  against. 

Mayor  Acted  On  His  Own 

Chief  Langley  said  that  all  names 
of  offenders  had  been  taken  at  the  or- 
der of  the  ex- Mayor  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  other  Commissioners.  He 
had  taken  the  action  only  as  the 
Mayor  of  the  city.  In  answer  to  a 
question  as  to  whether  the  Commis- 
sioners had  taken  a  atand  opposed  to 
the  Mayor,  Mr.  Linklater  said  that 
they  had  not.  not  having  taken  any 
stand  either  way  owing  to  the  matter 
being  BO  indefinite.  He  pointed  out 
that  conditions  were  t>etter  \  today 
for  a  satisfactory  aeltlement  than  be- 
fore. He  did  not  expect  so  much 
trouble  with  the  Attorney-General  in 
the  future.  Mr.  Linkleter  declared 
that  it  was  very  difficult  to  decide 
what  placea  should  be  allowed  open 
and  what  should  be  closed,  and  that 
there  was  a  great  difference  of  opinion 
on  the  matter.  He  did  not  intend  to 
take  any  steps  until  many  of  the  citi- 
zens had  expressed  themselves  on  the 
matter  by  meetings  or  in  other  ways.

Bowser,  K.C.,  ask- 
ing for  the  removal  of  Commissioner 
Gllleepl^  ere  not  warranted,  and  that, 
If  there  Is  any  charge  to  be  brought 
against  that  oRlclal  alleging  wrong- 
doing, the  Government  is  ready  to 
have  full  investigation,  is  the  answer 
of  Premier  Oliver  to  the  petitioners' 
request  for  the  removal  of  the  com- 
missioner and  the  re-establishment 
of  the  former  municipal  administra- 
tion. 

The  Premier  was  speaking  In  the 
House  yesterday  a/ternoon  In  the-  de- 
bate on  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  W. 
Weart,  Liberal  member  for  South 
Vancouver,  fo  have  a  committed  of 
the  House  named  to  go  fully  into  the 
complaints  made  in  the  petition  and 
report  Ito  findings  back  to  the  House. 
ThIa  step,  the  Premier  believed,  was 
not  a  proper  one.  The  Government 
was  quite  ready  to  shoulder  the  re- 
sponalblllty  for  the  conduct  of  Mr. 
Gillespie,  whom  It  had  placed  in 
charge  of  municipal  affairs  at  the  re-

Mr.  Weart  himself  atatcd  that  he 
had  presented  his  motion  merely  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  the  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  House  and  he  was 
quite  wining  that  It  should  be  voted 
down,  a  step  which  was  taken  by  the 
House  without  a  dissenting  voice. 

Mr.  Bowser  continued  the  debate, 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  while  he  had 
presented  the  petition  because  re- 
quested to  do  so,  he  was  not  respons- 
ible for  the  statements  contained  in 
It  nor  did  he  pretend  to  have  any  de- 
flnlte  knowledge  of  ccmdltions  in  that 
district.  It  appeared  to  him  that 
there  was  considerable  Justiflcatlon 
for  the  Government  a  year  ago  deal- 
ing with  the  request  of  the  municipal 
authorities  for  financial  assistance,  as 
the  credit,  not  alone  of  the  munici- 
pality. t>ut  of  the  Province,  waa  In- 
volved.

Premier  Oliver  assfrted  that  South 
Vancouver  in  KIT  either  could  or 
,  would  not  meet  Its  obUgetlons,  and 
the  Government  at  the  request  of  the 
then  municipal  authorities,  stepped  in, 
granted  financial  aid  and  appointed  a 
commissioner  to  administer  affairs.

He  waa  convinced  that  the  majority 
of 'the  names  on  the  pMition  had 
been  secured  through  a  misapprehen- 
sion. He  commented  upon  the  posi- 
tion the  municipality  found  itaelf 
faced  with  in  1917,  with  arrears  of 
taxea  and  refusal  of  owners  to  pay.

would  not  be  working  fiilly  until  next 
year  or  the  year  after.

Recent  developmenU  in  connection  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Prohibidon  Aft  in  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, have  made  it  desirable  that  the  People's  Prohibition 
Association  should  reaffirm  its  attitude  in  regard  theretp» 
and  should  take  such  steps  for  the  amendment  of  the  Pro- 
hibition Act  as  experience  has  indicated  are  necessary  for 
its  most  effective  enforcement 

Some  of  the  Fads — 

1.  On  October  1st.  1917,  the  British  Columbia  Prohibi- 
tion Act  came  into  force. 

2.  For  eight  months  the  Prohibition  Act.  was  reason- 
ai>1y«tv^ell  enforced,  and  notwithstanding  the  handicap  of 
large  stocks  of  liquor  privately  stored  before  the  law  came 
into  effect,  splendid  results  were  evident,  among  them  the 
following:  '  '  '•'  .. 

(•)    A  marked  decrease  in  crime,  especially  of  those  offences 
■.%iH^.       associated  with  the  drink  habit,  resulting  in  the  closing 
of  jails. 

A  great  improvement  in  so^l  conditions. 
A  notable  ^i&|inlatio&  to  business.  This  was  shown  in  an 
increased  monthly  volume  and  a  record  Christmas  trade. 
It  was  also  indicated  by  the  remarkable'  financial  sup- 
port to  the  Red  Cross,  Victory  X,oan  and  other  worthy 
and  patriotic  movements. 

A  notable  increase  in  efficiency  in  industrial  lines. 
The  law' was  also  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  military 
authorities  to  'thcir~  arduous  miti  ~  respoustble  work  ~  of 
recruiting  and  training  reinforcements  for  our  armies 
.';.,'.,  overseas,  as  repeatedly  affirmed  by  those  in  charge  of 
-    '  :<  !^      this  great  duty. 

iC^  After  this  period  there  followed  an  interva'l  of  growing  lak- 
ffy  In  enforcement,  culminating  in  the  scandal  of  the  Commis- 
sioner himself  being  convicted  as  a  party  to  this  illic|t  traffic  in 
intoxicating  liquors. 

4.  This  agkin  was  followed  by  a  .period  of  two'  mctaths  when 
the^  was  no  Prohibition  Commbsioner,  and  no  adequate  enforce- 
ment of  the  Act  The  office  of  Prohibition  Commilsionen  has 
recently  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Colonel  Sclater,  a  gal- 
land  and  distinguished  soldier,  and  a  highly  respected  citizen  of 
the  Province. 

5.  On  three  occasmns  in  recent  years  the  principle  of  Prohibi- 
tion has  been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  each  time  has' been 
endorsed  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  British  Columbia. 

6.  The  present  Prohibition  Act  was  endorsed  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Electors  (men  only  votins),  and  afterwards  enacted 
by  an  all  but  unanimous  vote  of  the  Members  of  the  Legislature. 

Recent  Developments — 

The  enemies  of  Prohibition  are  alert  and  active. 

Simultaneoosly  with  similar  developments  in  other  Canadian 
Provinces,  a  so-called  Moderation  Party  is  being  organized  in  Brit- 
ish Cblombia.  This  movement  is  deceptive  in  name  and  character, 
and  seeks  to  enlist  fair  and  temperate  citizens  in  a  programme 
in  which  thm  have  little  voice  and.  which  has  motives  and  ehdt 
not  fullv  disclosed.  The  movement  is  Ukmg  different  form  in 
dnerehr  Provinces,  accordhig  to  local  conditions,  but  there  ts 
everywhere  aa  evident  purpose  to  undermhie  and  ultimately 
i^eatrov  the  various  Cinadian  laws  which  restrict  the  liquor  trtffic 
In  British  Columbia  the  avowed  purpose  of  the  promoters  is  to 
impair  the  Prohibition  Act,  or  to  secure  its  repeal,  thus  placing 
themselves  squarely  in  opposition  to  the  thrice  expressed  desire 
of  the  electors  of  the  ■  Province. 

Nor  dare  we  minimize  the  possibilities  of  greit:  injury  to  the 
temperance  cause.  They  are  endeavoring— v^th  plausibility— to 
transmute  public  indignation  at  the  failure  to  enforce  the  law, 
and  piibUc  resentment  because  of  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  the  Ute  Cqaunissioner,  into  a  demand  for  the  repeal  of  the  law 
it««lfl    .  . 

We  do  not  share  Stephen  Leacock's  view,  which  is  so  highly 
<a^i>roved  and  so  generally  circulated  by  the  enemies  of  Prohi- 
bition, that  the  working  man  is  "better  off  with  loose  motor  mus- 
cles, a  sognr  esophagus,  and  a  mug  of  ale  beside  him."  because 
uereby  he  is  "put  on  an  equality  with  kings  and  plutocrats":  or 
"•l.??'P*'*yr"  *'*  «"**^  of  "sheer  short-sightedness"  in  favoring 
prohibition,  because  to  the  "drinkless  workman  the  glaring  inequal- 

"J**.?t*®^'*^  '*'"  •*»**<*  revealed,"  and  he  will  "turn  into  a  Bol- 
shevik. 


As  to  Policy — 


(«)  We  faisist  upon  the  fair,  fearlcsa,  and  intelligent 
tntorcement  of  the  present  Prohibition  Act. 

(b)  'We  oppose  its  repeal,  or  the  impairment  of  ita 
Maential  prindples  imtU  demobilisation  ia  complete  and  our 
dtiacn  soldiers  are  re-esUbUahed  in  their  homes,  and  normal 
conditiofu  are  otherwise  restored. 

'  (c)  At  the  end  of  such  period  (assuming  proper  en- 
forcement has  been  maintained),  we  are  wiU^  to  accept 
thewdict  of  the  people  of  the  Province,  confident  that  the 
•xperlenet  under  this  Act,  and  the  results  of  Prohibition 
elsewhere  win  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  the  measure.

Tba  Bishop  of  Columbia  prsaMed 
laM  nlsht  at  a  mMtiag  la  St  John's 
•ohoolroom  at  which  Rav.  WltUam 
Btavwtaon.  pastor  of  Emmanuel  Bap- 
tiat  Clmrofi^  was  tha  apMker.  The 
propeadlngs  war*  arraagvd  m  p«rt 
of  Tha  programme  la  oonnaotioa  with 
the  maatlns  of  the  Synod,  and  la  •A-jt 
dltlon  to  the  clerical  and  lay  dela-^ 
gatea  who  are  In  the  city  from  all 
liarta  of  the  dloceae  to  attend  tha 
■aaeloiui  there  were  present  sufflolant 
othara  to  fill  tha  ball  to  eapa<;lty. 

IB  his  opening  remarks  Mr.  Steven- 
son reterred  to  tha  splendid  lead  that 
the  Chureto  of  Bnglaad  had  given  la 
the  matter  of  social  reform,  and . 
'among  the  contributor*  to  the  move- 
ment In  the  laat  century  the  "amwi  of 
Mr.  Otaarlee  Klngsley  and  Mr.  Fred- 
erick Maurice  stood  out.  Tha  Btohop 
of  Oxford,  the  apeaker  Indicated,  com- 
bined the  qualities  of  the  high  church 
mystic  with  the  most  radical  aoolal- 
Istlo  oonvlotlona. 

...  War'a  Work 
"Tha  war  unvetted  a  great  many 
acres  In  our  olvlllsaUon,"  deetered 
Mr.  Stevenson.  He  referred  to  the 
heavy  Infant  mortality  that  prevailed 
In  Britain  and  America,  to  the  de- 
plorable conditions  of  the  agricul- 
tural laborer  In  Bngland  previous  to 
the  war,  to  the  dbndltlon  of  the 
children  of  workers  In  great  coun- 
tries ajHCh  a«  the  United  States  and 
some  parts  of  Canada.  Various  pub- 
llcatlOna  which  ml^t  be  read  for  In- 
formaUon  and  guidance  where  Indi- 
cated, among  them  Jane  Addama' 
"The  New  Conscience"  and  "An 
Ancient  Bvll;"  Bmeat  Coulter'*' *rrhe 
Children  In  the  Shadow;"  and  "How 
to  Make  Ends  Meet,"  by  Messrs. 
Ctark^and  Wyatt.  All  these  books 
'brought  evidence  to  show  the  terrible 
conditions  under  which  women  and 
children  had  to  live  In  some  parts  of 
the  so-oaUed   civilised  world. 

"And  these  aondltlons  are  often 
worst  where  the  churches  have  been 
longest  established  and  where  they 
are  supjNMed  to  be  strong  and  flour- 
ishing." lamented  the  speaker. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  report  of 
one  of  the  nine  commissions  InaUtut- 
ed  by  the  British  Government  In  the 
second  year  of  the  war  to  study  In- 
dustrial unrest  Many  things  sup- 
posed to  be  true  of  the  laboring  olasa 
were  demonatrated  to  be  untrue; 
that 'they  were  receiving  abnormally 
high  wages,  for  Instance.  Whereas 
wages  had  adyanced  SO  per  e^nt.  In 
some  cases  the  cost  of  living  had 
gone  up  7S  to  100  per  cent  Amongst 
other  things,  too.  It  had  been  said  of 
the  laboring  class  that  they  were  to 
blame  for  hindering  prohibition, 
whereas  the  truth  waa  t|iat  a  plebi- 
scite taken  In  one  of  the  big  indus- 
trial -counties  showed  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  workers  were  In  favor  of 
prohibition.  It  was  the  middle  class 
who  had  blocked  the  movement  by 
their  majority  vote. 

Starvatkm  Wages';.  W  ' 
Three  years  ago  the  United  States 
Oovemment  Instituted  a  commisalon 
OB  Industrial  relations.  The  report 
revealed  a  deplorable  condition 
among  the  workers  of  the  States. 
Between  one-fourth  and  one-third  of 
the  workers  of  it  yeara  of  age  and 
over  In  factories  and  mines  wera 
found  to  earn  less  than  |10  per 
week;  from  two-thirds  to  three- 
fourths  earned  lees  than  I  IS;  and 
only  about  one-tenth  more  than  $20 
per  week. 

Mr.  Stevenson  quoted  Church  of 
England  authorities  <frequently  in 
his  evidence  on  the  question  of  "The 
Church  and  Its  Relations  to  Labor." 
"'We  are  conscious  of  the  lament- 
able failure  in  the  church's  recent 
witness.' "  he  read  from  a  report  by 
Vtim  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  "  'it 
itaa  labored  hard  in  the  cause  of 
personal  character  and  In  the  cause 
of  charity.  Our  charity  haa  meant 
far  too  ezclualvely  what  may  be 
called  the  -ambulance  work  of  man- 
kind, the  picking  up  of  the  wounded 
and  the  curing  of  their  wounds.  We 
have  neglected  to  attack  the  forces  of 
wrong.  We  have  been  content  with 
the .  ambulance  work  when  we  ought 
to  have  been  assaulting  the  strongs 
holds  of  evil.'" 

The  Bishop  of  Kensington  waa  also 
quoted: 

"There  is  nothing  more  tragic, 
surely,  in  the  world  than  that  masses 
of  the  poor,  to  whom  jipecially  Christ 
addressed  his  Qospel,  should  today 
recognise  In  the  accredited  meseengers 
of  that  Ooepel  enemies  to  be  fought 
rather  than  friends  to  be  welcomed. 
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CMwdian  manufacturinff  indiurtpM  ^refMresented  a 
total  capital  investment  of  $x,994,zq3»272  in  19x5. 
They  employed  5X4>883  pc^raons.  They  paid  $^- 
764,503  in  salaries,  and  wages.  They  have  borne  the 
burden  of  war  taxation  and  provided  a  large  per- 
^entage^^^e  men  for  tiie  Canadian  forces.  —1^^ 
mendous  reconstruction  problems  are  facing  the 
country.  Half  a  million  war  veterans  and  war 
workers  must  be  re-absorbed  into  dyil  pursuits. 
New  markets  must  be  created  to  replace  an  aV; 
normal  export  demand  that  has  increased  the  value 
of  manufactured  exports  over  xooo  per  cent  during 
the  war.  Employment  and  wages  are  dependent 
;iipon  foreign  and  domestic  trade  escpan^sm.  ^  ^

Bviden^ly  one  of  the  long- 
sbeiramefa  In  the  hold  lit  a  match  or 
waa  amoklng.  for  suddenly  a  roar 
Wenit  up,  flames  shot  high  into  the 
air.  the  remaining  hatch  covers  were 
blown  off,  and  coal  was  hurled  from 
the  vesael.
